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Congress May Act to Aid 


Fight on Rubber Control 


By FRANCIS P. DAILY 
ASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Sup- 
ported by leading agricul- 
tural and industrial groups, in- 
cluding the rubber and automotive 
industries, as well as motor car 
users’ organizations, bills have 
just been introduced in the Senate 
and House by Senator Jones of 

Washington and Representative 
Newton of Massachusetts, giving 

American consumers the right to 
combine to defend themselves 
against “gouging” by foreign gov- 
ernment monopolies in the pur- 
chase of such commodities as rub- 
ber, sisal and potash. 

The bill, 
an amendment to the Webb-Pome- 
rene export act, is directly aimed at 
the Stevenson rubber control act, it 
was pointed out. 

The measure applies solely to the 
importation of rubber and other 
raw materials 
in sufficient quantities in the United 
States, or which are certified by the 
secretary of commerce “to be con- 
trolled by any foreign government, 
combination or monopoly.” 

Under the .erms of the Jones- 
Newton bill, it is provided that 
such Americen combinations may 


not artificially or intentionally 
enhance prices to the American 


consumer, may not‘accumulate un- 
reasonable stocks, may not stifle or 


lessen competition and may not 
use their right to buy raw ma- 


terials to enhance prices of com- 
modities manufactured in whole or 
in part from these cOmmodities 

Administrative. control is placed in 
the hands of the Department of Jus- 
tice and the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion with the same power to punish 
infringements as is provided in the 
present Webb-Pomerene act. 

While there is no present 
dence of unfair prices, the 
situation was pointed to as an illus- 
tration of what may happen at any 
time in the purchase by 
consumers of commodities 
trolled abroad. 

At the time of the enactment of 
the British restricticn act, com- 
monly known as the Stevenson act, 
1922, it was felt by British au- 
thorities that if the supply of rub- 
ber could be so restricted as to re-

Washington, Jan. 14.—The De- 
partment of Commerce today re- 
ceived a cable with complete de- 
tails of the new German law clas- 
sifying automobile assembly parts 
under the German customs tariff, 
effective as of January 15. 

The following items are subject 
ito the highest current rates appli- 
cable to complete automobiles:— 

Complete chassis with engines 
jand complete bodies; complete 
| frames, radiators, complete clutches, 
| complete gear sets, gear set housings 
and covers, universal joints, differ- 
entials and housing, complete steer- 
ing assemblies and complete brak- 
ing assemblies. 

The following engine parts 
dutiable at the rate for complete 
automobile engines, in so far as they 
are not dutiable at higher rates 
owing ,to their component materi- 
als:- 

Lower and upper crank case hous- 
|ings, intake and exhaust manifold, 
cylinder blocks, heads and covers, 
cam shafts, crank shafts, flywhecls, 
connecting rods and pistons. 
| The following chassis parts are 
dutiable at the highest current rate 
for complete automobiles, in so far 
as they are not dutiable at higher 
rates by virtue of their component 
materials. 
| Frame channels and cross mem- 
bers, front mud guards, front and 
rear splash guards; upper and lower

General 
Motors, a billion dollar corporation if ever there was 
one, was represented at the dinner by executives 
from the president down. Every other great com- 
pany in our industry was gathered about the board in 
the person of some important executive. The grand 
total of investment represented by the men assembled 
in the Grand Ballroom of the Commodore was simply 
stupendous. Undoubtedly it would reach a total 
which would have represented the wealth of this 
great nation nct so many years ago.

International Amity 
NE of the resolutions adopted by the recent World Mo- 
tor Transport Congress, held in London, was to the 
effect that “the development of international touring should 
be encouraged by a]l means possible in the interests of inter-| 
national amity.” The resolution further suggests that all | 
governments work for the simplification of passport formali- 


ties, abolishing the visa, broadening the field of the customs | * 


triptyque, the international traveling pass, the exemption of | 
touring visitors for short periods from motor taxation on a'| 
reciprocal basis and the standardization of road signs and/| 
traffic signals. 
All this is simply good sense. The more we can 
bring the different nations into contact with each other 
the quicker international misunderstandings and 
hatreds will disappear. Irvin Cobb once said that if the 
European nations could be given cars for all their people 
and these folk could be allowed to go on a gigantic pil- 
grimage through each other’s countries there would be 
no renewal of the late dreadful catastrophe. 


And now all we need is an early spring, dry roads to 
give the sales managers just one worry in the world— 


A survey of the figures as given 
out by Mr. Goodwin shows that 
there were fewer persons killed by 
motor vehicles in Massachusetts 
in 1927 than in 1924, 1925 or 1926. 
A forecast of the law’s increased 
effectiveness in 1928 is contained 
in the information that the latter 
months of the year showed an 
even more striking improvement 
as the law began to function 
properly. 

The following statement issued by 
the registrar effectively gives the lit 
to opponents of the measure who 
have been claiming that accidents 
increased during 1927:— 

“Any statement made by oppo- 
nents of the compulsory insurance 
law to the effect that accidents have

“There were less people killed in 
Massachusetts in 1927 by motor 
vehicles than in the three preced- 
ing years and the most striking im- 
provement was in the later months 
when the law had begun to func- 
tion properly. 

“Fatality statistics for years have 
been absolutely correct in this state 
because the law requires an inves- 
tigation into every fatal accident. 
This is not true with relation to 
personal injuries and we have 
never got complete records until 
this year—and they are not correct 
now, and probably never can be 
until every accident is thoroughly 
| investigated, which is a practical 
| impossibility. 

“Before the compulsory insur- 
ance law went into effect two- 
thirds of those causing accidents 
were financially irresponsible and 
as a result many persons injured 
said nothing about it, but now 
we hear of all of them. Not only 
that, but thousands make claims 
for personal injuries when they 
are not injured at all.

Mexican Imports of 
Cars and Trucks 
Off 33% in 1927 


San Antonio, Tex., Jan. 14-—~ 
The same decrease in the sale of 
new cars and trucks which has 
been noticeable in this state dur- 
ing the past year is even more 
evident in Mexico, according to 
figures recently given out, showing 
the imports new cars and 
trucks into ‘that country for the 
years of 1926 and 1927. ! 


These figures show a decrease 
exactly 33 per cent. during 192 
under those of 1926. In the latter 
year, 1,269 carloads of automobiles 
were shipped through’ the port of 
Laredo, as compared with 849 for 
the year just closed. : 

A summary of imports of auto- 
mobiles for each month during 1927 
is as follows: January, 103; Feb- 
ruary, 121; March, 94; April, 63; 
May, 59; June, 68; July, 50; August, 
59; September, 67; October, 53; 
November, 55; December, 57. 

It is seen that the revolution in 
this country during the past sum- 
mer materially affected sales since 
imports during July and August are 
generally much better, the public 
taking advantage of the new models 
brought out by manufacturers at 
that time.

Much of the poor lighting is 
due to incorrect voltage at 
the lamp, poor contacts, dirty 
reflectors or an undercharged 


battery. 

These conditions are well known 
to the service men who specialize in 

trical service and to the service 
en of the car dealer. 

If we assume that there is a 
market of the proportions outlined 
why is it that there are so many 
cars on the highways with dim and 
poor lights and lamps that glare? 
Is it the fault of the owners of 
these cars or the men who can 
correct these conditions? 

Burned out bulbs may be said to 
sell themselves. A bulb is a replace- 
ment item and is handled as such. 
The greater bulk of bulb sales are 
due, as has been pointed out in 
these columns, to the law requiring 
two bulbs being lighted at the front 
of the car, not to any effort on the 
part of those who stock bulbs. 

As far as the writer can ascertain 
there has not been offered and mer- 
chandised a lighting service. And 
by a lighting service is not meant 
the ability to pass over or install a 
burned out bulb but a service that 
will make the lighting equipment 
of the car efficient and dependable. 

There are nine factors involved 
in a lighting service as the writer 
sees it. These are: 1. Clean 
lenses inside and out and a lens 
that conforms to the laws of the 
states in which the car is oper- 
ated. 2. Clean reflectors. 3. Clear 

drain holes so moisture will pass 
out. 4. Wicking or other sealing 
material to keep out moisture. 
5. Connections that are clean and 
bright and make proper contact. 
6. A battery of proper capacity 
and properly charged. 7. Proper 
charging rate of generator to 
meet driving requirements. 
8. Good bulbs and the right type 
and capacity for the system. 
9. Properly focused lights. 

Dirty lenses are quite common, 
but can be cleaned. Reflectors can 
be polished clean if not too badly 

, tarnished. Connections can ,be in- 
spected, cleaned and tested. Good 
wicking or other sealing material 
can be properly installed. It takes 
but a second to clear the drain hole. 
The testing of the battery is a part 
of service the dealer’s service sta- 
tion should render. Checking the 
charging rate of the generator and 
adjustment is an inexpensive ser- 
vice operation. Bulbs are very 
cheap and the focusing of lights is 
a service operation that should not 
meet with any sales resistance. 

In analyzing the lighting service 
it will be seen that operations 1, 
2, 3, 4, and 8 can be made a general 
operation and the rate can be made 
a flat rate. With the proper tool to 
remove and replace the rims, and 
these tools are inexpensive, it should 
take but little time or labor to 
perform these operations and to 
make a very attractive price to the 
car owner. Operation 2 could be 
eliminated where the reflectors are 
in excellent condition but after a car 
has been in service some time the 
reflectors need some care. 

Operations 5, 6 and 7 are taken for 
granted by too many service men. 
sit a connection that is good today 
may be bad tomorrow. The car 
owner who experiences the least 
trouble, expense and delay with igni- 
tion and lighting and starting is the 
owner who has his SLI system in- 
spected from time to time. 

Suggestion is made that the light- 
ing service be offered as a special 
and that a price be made for the 
eae list of operations. The

tions will not require as much time 
to complete as others. And the list 
can be arranged to offer a group of 
these operations.

ways with glaring lights and dim 
lights. The fact that in certain 
States drives have been made and 
are being planned is a selling help 
to the service station. 

In one New England state the 
head of the state police system sent 
out orders to give a ticket to any 
and all drivers of motor vehicles 
with improperly focussed and glar- 
ing lights, one light shy in front or 
rear, etc., and the number of sum- 
monses handed out was such that 
the newspapers made a front page 
Story of it. Excuses didn’t cut any 
ice with the owner caught, even 
when the lamp was warm after a 
bulb burned out. 

The questions, Would it not have 
been cheaper for the owners who 
were fined to have had their light- 
ing system inspected and placed in 
a dependable condition? And it is 
said that the service stations and 
garages did quite a business the day 
following the arrests. Now if the 
owners that had to pay were con- 
fronted by a choice of having the 
lighting work done or going to 
court, there is no question as to 
their choice. And so it is up to 
the service station to protect its 
clients against arrests and fines 
and delays. 

The great trouble with the aver- 
age service station head is that 
the small items of service, such 
as lighting, are lost sight of in the 
day’s work. But at this time of 
the year when there is more or 
less productive work in the shop 
these small items can be made to 
keep old man overhead from be- 
coming too active. 


RICHARDSON & BOYNTON

Cohoes, N. ¥., Jan. 14.—The Rich- 
ardson & Boynton Company of New 
York city has purchased the busi- 
ness and plant of the Utica Heater 
Company at Whitesboro, and is 
planning to increase production im- 
mediately.

CRUDE RUBBER IMPORTS 
FOR 9 MONTHS OF 1927 
ESTABLISH NEW RECORD 





Washington, Jan. 14——Imports of 
crude rubber continued to break all 
existing records during the first 
nine months of 1927, the United 
States Chamber of Commerce an- 
nounced today. 

The average price of rubber was 
37 cents a pound, a decline of 23 
cents below the average a year ago. 
During the nine-month period the 
United States bought 731,911,000 
pounds, valued at $268,102,000, a 
gain of 64 per cent. in volume, but 
@ decrease of 35 per cent. in value. 

Comparing the nine ‘months of 
1927 with the corresponding period 
of 1926, the quantity imported in 
these three quarters of 1927 was 
greater than for any entire year 
prior to 1924.

One of the most important of 
these meetings was held recently by 
the Boston Commercial Motor Ve- 
hicle Association, presided over by 
Chester I. Campbell, secretary of 
the association and general manager 
of the Boston Automobile Show.

The bill now before 
the Legislature to provide six 
months’ courtesy to visiting tour- 
ists will open the door to trucks 
from other states to continue their 
practice, the committee held. 

The meeting was divided upon the 
gasoline-tax question, some agreeing 
with the platform of Gov. Fuller and 
others feeling that the present sys- 
tem of obtaining money for high- 
ways is satisfactory. It was voted to 
wait and see what action the Legis- 
lature takes on the various bills that 
face it on this question before any- 
thing is done. 

It was voted to introduce a bill to 
increase the over-all length of ve- 
hicles from twenty-eight to thirty- 
five feet. Many trucks and buses 
now on the road exceed twenty-eight 
feet because of bumpers and tires. 
It was also voted to introduce a bill 
to allow the use of the highways to 
vehicles having three axles. It was 
shown that such vehicles have a 
greater carrying power than ve- 
hicles with two axles and four 
wheels.
